Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for

Re claims 1-4 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
optical disk device having the combination of recited elements (refer to claims 1-4), and 
taken the claims as a whole in combination with having the optical pickup being moved 
and set at a plurality of the preset measurement positions in a radial direction on the 
optical disk, and the tilt measurement unit measure the tilt at each of the preset 
measurement positions, intervals between adjacent two preset measurement positions 
being set shorter and shorter from an inner region to a peripheral region of the optical 
disk, as set forth in claims 1-4. 
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Re claims 5-7 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the tilt 
correction method for correcting tilt of an optical disk relative to an optical pickup having 
the combination of step with their recited process, and taken the claims as a whole 
along with having the first step of moving the optical pickup and setting the optical 
pickup at a plurality of preset measurement positions in a radial direction on the optical 
disk, intervals between adjacent two of the preset measurement positions being set 
shorter and shorter form an inner region to an peripheral region of the optical disk, as 
set forth in claims 5-7.
